meeting skepticism 


Administrators doubt its effectiveness

While nearly a half a billion dollars could 
soon be made available for schools, some area 
school administrators remain skeptical of 
House Bill 752. 

Last week, the Illinois General Assembly 
passed the bill, which would allow individual 
taxpayers to donate the value of their state 
income tax exemption and property tax credit 
to their local school district. 

“It certainly does not help to distribute limit- 
ed resources from what I can tell,” said Su a 
intendent Gary Allison of Madison School Dis- 
trict 12. “It’s a limited way to get funding for 
the schools. I certainly hope something else 
gets passed. 

“Tt gives the taxpayer a discount and gives 
the taxpayer the option of donating to the 
school,’” Allison said. “It does not satisfy the 
needs of the public school systems in the state 
of Mlinois. 

“’m very bothered that we rely on every- 
thing so locally for public schools. If you have 
a low budget locally, naturally you’re going to 
have a small budget for the schools. 

“That is just not the answer to the problem,” 
he said. ‘‘It does not reduce the reliance on the 
local property tax. I’m scared. It’s not going to 
help our children. A lot of people believe we 
can do better. We can do better.” 

Grant-Dllini School District 110 Superintendent 
Dr. Ken Perkins called the bill a quick fix 
being pushed by politicians. 

“That’s what a lot of politicians seem like 
what they want to do these days,”’ he said. 
“They should be concentrating on what is 
going to be the best interest for children.’’ 

State Rep. Glenn Bradford (D-Glen Carbon) 
voted for the measure and called it a good first 
step to reform the education funding system in 
the state. 

“We have been debating education funding

reform for a number of months now,” said 
Bradford. ‘‘This measure seeks to provide 
some needed money to local school districts 
while a larger plan is developed. It isn’t a final 
solution, but it’s a start.’” 

According to the bill, each taxpayer would be 
allowed a $1,000 standard deduction and the 
dollar value of the deduction is $30. In addition, 
property taxpayers are allowed a tax credit 
equal to 5 percent of their property tax bill. 

‘A person who has a $1,000 tax bill would 
receive $50 credit. The legislation would allow 
individuals to donate the dollar values of the 
deduction and credit to local schools by noting 
their intentions on their tax return. 

Last year, the standard deduction and the 
tax. credit totalled $546 million 

“Potentially, this plan could pump several 
hundred million into Illinois schools,’’ Bradford 
said 

Bradford said the bill is also a great way for 
interested parents and organizations to raise 
funds for their local schools. 

He noted that while the plan is a good start, 
it by no means should take the place of com- 
prehensive education funding reform. 

“We must address skyrocketing property tax- 
es and make sure we are meeting our respon- 
sibilities to children by providing a quality edu- 
cation,” Bradford said. ‘‘This proposal is a 
start, but not a total solution. An overplan is 
developing.” 


_Funding plans remain unsettled

“wow! That’s really hitting 
below the belt,” was my initial 
reaction to the cover of the 
May 12 issue of the New 
Yorker magazine 

“‘Mother’s Day” is the title 
of the cartoon drawing and it 
depicts an elderly woman, 
granny knot at the top of her 
head, cameo at the throat of 
her old-timey dress, steadying 
herself on a cane as she 
inspects her extremely 
pregnant profile in a pier 
glass. In the background is the 
corner of a crib, over which a 
mobile dangles. 

It’s hard to interpret her 
facial expression. Certainly 
anticipatory, but is that elation 
and pride or dismay and 
apprehension? Difficult to tell, 
but the more I thought about 
the drawing, the more 
convinced 1 became that she 
had that coming 

I speak, of course, of that 
63-year-old woman who, having 
had a donor egg implant 
(fertilized with the sperm of 
her 70-year-old husband), 
made headlines and 
undoubtedly top; the 
Guiness Book of Records when 
she recently gave birth. 

“She’s got to be nuts,”’ I 
thought at the time and 
quickly added, mentally, ‘‘and 
so’s her old man.”’ 

Since the birth 
announcement, I’ve conducted 
@ highly informal poll of my 
own on the subject of Senior 
First-time Motherhood and 
found that, with one exception, 
those polled agreed 100 percent 
with me. 

Of course, those questioned 
were all female but from 
varying age groups (no 
teen-agers) and all have, at 
one time or another, 
experienced the discomforts 
and satisfactions of pregnancy 
and delivery, as well as the 
joys, satisfactions and 
frustrations of parenting.

TO THE EDITOR: 

Those Illinois citizens who 
are disabled or 62 and over are 
especially fortunate to have 
Glenn Bradford as their state 
representative. As chief spon- 
sor of House Bill 314, I credit 
Rep. Bradford’s support on 
this essential piece of legisla- 
tion. 

This important bill would 
allow more people to keep 
their homes. It would also 
allow qualified renters to 
receive reimbursements for a 
portion of their payments. 

House Bill 314 would also 
increase the income limit from 
$14,000 to $30,000 a year — and 
lower the eligibility age from 

to 62 — to qualify for the 
Circuit Breaker Program. This

that the clinics are not designed for “pregnancy termination.” 
However, he said the $286,000 grant to run the clinics comes 
from Title [X funding, which he said requires abortion referrals 
on demand. 5 

Brannon spoke at a Monday afternoon meeting of the County 
Board’s Health De ent Committee. 

Committee Chairman Harold Byers, D-Highland, said he 
favors the idea of the county running the clinics. ‘I’m not 
opposed to it and I think it will be something good for the 
county,” Byers said after the meeting. 

Brannon said the county may benefit by assuming the grant 
because it would also help them to meet some overhead expens- 
es. He also said the program would be offered regardless of the 
county’s role. 

Another agency that is looking at the grant is the Southern 
Illinois Health Care Foundation of East St. Louis, he said. 

‘Al Charleston, D-Alton, said his constituents are not worried 
about finances, but about abortion. He said one caller was a 
Catholic nun who was concerned. that the county would send 
people into her school to teach students to have sex. 

“They believe that family planning is just an acronym for 
abortion,” Charleston said. 

Sim Fitzgerald, D-Collinsville, said, ‘The law of the land is 
abortion, and I will not support abortion.” 

Kent Scheibel, D-Edwardsville, and Ray Romine, D-Granite 
City, said they think the program is fine, but should not be run 
by the county. Scheibel and Romine both expressed concerns 
about increasing the size of the Health Department’s staff and 
budget to handle the program.

Hartford tackles seat belt use 


State grant has resulted in 24 percent compliance increase 


HARTFORD An enforce- 
ment effort financed by a state 
grant has resulted in a 24 per- 
cent increase in compliance 
with seat belt use by motorists 
passing through the village, 
police said. 

The grant was awarded by 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation, said Hartford 
Police Lt. James Riley, direc- 
tor of the program. 

The $5,683 grant is intended 
to reduce motor vehicle crash- 
es, injuries and fatalities 
through increased enforcement 
of laws regarding occupant 
restraint, impaired driving and 
speeding, Riley said. He said 
the program’s goal is to 
achieve a higher use of belts 
by adults and children. 

‘The grant provides funding 
for the enforcement effort 
from Oct. 1, 1996, through 
Sept. 30, Riley said 

The effort is being conducted 
four times. Each time includes 
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a two-week enforcement period 
and surveys of motorists’ belt 
use before and after each two- 
week span. The two-week 
enforcement period for the 
third phase of the program 
began inday. 

grant pays the five offi- 
cers involved at time-and-a- 
half their usual pay because 
the hours they work are over- 
time, Riley said. The officers 
all work on the program while 
off duty. 

The grant also pays retire- 
ment and Social Security costs 
for the officers, who put in a 
combined 50 hours during each 
of the program’s four stints, 
Riley said. The state also pays 
the village mileage for use of 


the police car. 

“The best part is, it doesn’t 
cost the village anything or the 
taxpayers anything. This is all 
overtime. The officer may 
come in on his day off or may 
stay over from his regular 
shift or come in early.”’ 

During the enforcement 
phase, an officer observes traf- 
fic on Illinois Route 3 as it 

asses through Hartford, 
ooking for motorists who 
aren’t wearing seat belts or 
restraining young children with 
child safety belts. The officer 
issues citations for speeding, 
impaired driving and belt vio- 
lations. 

“Not only do we have a duty 
officer running traffic and han- 


dling calls, we also have an 
individual officer running traf- 
fic on Route 3,”’ Riley said. 

During the pre-survey for 
each phase of the program, an 
officer watches traffic on 
Route 3 for one hour, counting 
how many motorists and front- 
seat passengers use belts. 


After each two-week enforce- 
ment period, a post-survey is 
done with the officer watching 
traffic from the same location 
at the same time on the same 
day of the week. Again, the 
officer records belt usage. The 
survey data is then compared 
to see if there has been an 
improvement.

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The drivers met with the 
media and climbed into Miller 
Lite Legends race cars, five- 
eighths scale cars modeled 
after classic body styles, for a 
few trips around the quarter- 
mile dirt oval at Tri-City.

run. 

Kenny Wallace, the youngest 
of St. Louis’ first family of 
auto racing, won the time tri- 
als with a fast time of 17.32 
seconds. Rusty turned in a 
17.97, followed by Prudhomme 
at 17.99, Rahal at 18.78, 
McDonnough at 21.26 and Dix- 
on at 21.79. 

Kenny then returned to the 
track and led all 15 laps of the 
featured event. Prudhomme 
finished second and Rusty fin- 
ished third — tailing Pru- 
dhomme the entire race. 

“J didn’t know Prudhomme 
could drive like that,” Rusty 
Wallace said, a reference to 
Prudhomme’s career as a rac- 
er on quarter-mile drag strips. 

Rahal finished a distant 


fourth. 

“J had a bad set of tires,” 
Rahal said with a smile. ““‘The 
motor went soft on us. How 
many other excuses can I 
come up with.” 

In fact, all six drivers left 
the track with smiles on their 
faces — especially Dixon, who 
finished dead last — right 
behind the boss. 

“I get the bonus this week,” 
Dixon said, a reference to his 
finish behind McDonnough 

“"You always want to go out 
there and have a good time,” 
said Kenny Wallace. “It’s nice 
to be back in my home town. 

Although Kenny has graduat- 
ed to NASCAR’s elite Winston 
Cup series, the Fox High 
School graduate said he will 
compete at Gateway at the 
Busch series race in July. 

“J never got to race around 
here like Rusty and Mike did,’’ 
Kenny said. ‘Luckily, that’s a 
week off on the Winston circuit 
and I’m bringing my regular 
Winston crew here. I’m com- 
ing back and I’ll do everything 
I can to win the race.”’ 

After the interviews were 
completed and the professional 
drivers left to attend yet 
another promotional event, it 
was the media’s turn to don 
fireproof suits, gloves and hel- 
mets, get strapped into the 
tiny autos and try to beat the 
times set by the pros. 

Having never driven a race 
car before — let alone compet- 
itively — I was a bit apprehen- 
sive as-I watched the fellows 
from local television as well as 
ESPN take their turns around 
the track. Sure, I take Madison 
Avenue to work each morning. 
But this was different 

I prayed as I watched two 
drivers lose control coming out 
of turn four and hit the small 
concrete wall along the front 
straightaway (nothing was 
seriously hurt except egos and 
a front fender). A slow drizzle 
began to fall from the sky and 
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the fireproof jump suit was 
extremely warm as I was 
strapped in the scale model 
car and waited what seemed 
like hours for my turn. The 
windshield of my helmet 
fogged as I watched others 
spin their cars 180 or 360 
degrees on the ever-slickening 
track 

Finally, it was my turn. I 
clenched my jaw as I revved 
up the motorcycle engine, 
threw the gear shift forward 
into first, let up on the clutch 
and — killed the engine. 

Not to be shaken, I pushed in 
the ignition button again, gave 
it gas, let up on the clutch and 
spun enough mud to make a 
motocross rider envious 

I was able to get a feel for 
the track and the car on the 
first few laps. Fifth gear had 
plenty of power in the turns as 
well as the straights. Shifting 
would not be a problem, so I 
concentrated on the throttle 
how fast 4 could take it into 
the turns to slide the back end 
around in the mud and when to 
begin accelerating as I came 
out of the turns. 

“There’s a lot of power-to- 
weight ratio in these cars,” I 
remembered Rusty ying 
“You can’t just floor it. You 
really have to finesse it.’” 

After my fifth warm-up lap 
the timekeeper (have I men- 
tioned how accurate he was?) 
waved the green flag to let me 
know he was beginning to time 
my laps. 

The first few laps felt really 
fast, although I tried to 
increase my speed each time 
A couple of times I went way 
too high on the banked turn 
and over-adjusted the wheel 
when coming out of a turn, 
causing the car to fishtail 
down the straight. 

On _ the fifth of about 10 
timed laps, I pushed the car 
too hard coming out of turn 
two, spinning out 180 degrees 
on the oil-covered back 
straightaway. I depressed the 
brake with both feet as I saw 
the infield speeding toward the 
cockpit of my machine. 

I quickly restarted the 
engine and continued around 
the track. I had pushed the car 
to the limit and I was certain I 
didn’t want to do it again. 

But a funny thing happened 
on those last few laps. A little 
voice inside my head told me 
peat it a little faster. And I

After climbing out of the 
ear, I ran over to the time 
keeper. 4 couple of laps in the 
low 20s, more in the mid and 
low 18s, one 21-plus (that must 
be when I went to high and 
fishtailed), and — there it was 
in fresh ink — a 16.37!

Wilson 
told C.S. that a_ man by the 
name of Calvin ‘‘Leelee’”’ Boyd 
had reported that C.S. had sto- 
len money from his home. 

But Wilson then took C.S. to 
a train trestle by the McKinley 
Bridge and forced her once 
again to perform oral sex 

‘Later that day, C.S. went to 
Boyd’s home and asked him if 
he had made a complaint 
against her. He said he had 
not. 

C.S. identified Wilson as the 
suspect out of a photograph 
lineup. Illinois State Police lat- 
er placed a wire under C.S.’s 

clothing and tried to catch Wil- 
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son in the act, but Wilson sim- 
ply stopped her and told her to 
go home 

Five other women testified 
to similar encounters with Wil- 

son 

At the trial, Wilson’s attor- 
ney argued that seven of the 
eight victims frequented a 
crack house run by Boyd and 
conspired to frame him. 

Wilson’s appeal claimed that 
the testimony of the five wom- 
en should not have been 
allowed because the incidents 
were not similar enough to 
establish a pattern; that he 
was not proved guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt; that police 
records show he was on anoth- 
er call _at the time CS. 
claimed her was assaulting 
her; and that he was denied 
his Sixth Amendment right to 
confront witnesses against 
him. 

The Appellate Court ruled 
that the incidents were similar 
enought to establish a pattern. 

“While it is true that there 
were differences between the 
incidents, there is no require 
ment that they all be identi- 
cal,’’ the court ruled. 

It also ruled that guilt 
beyond a reasonable doubt was 
for the jury to decide, and that 
the police log does not specifi- 
cally indicate Wilson was on 
another call at the time of the 
incident. 

“Jt is not hard to understand 
why a jury convicted the 
defendant after hearing six 
witnesses testify that defen- 
dant had sexually assaulted 
each of them in a similar man- 
ner, and under similar circum- 
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stances,’ the court ruled. 
“Although five of the victims 
were impeached by their crim- 
inal records or drug use, (the 
sixth) was not impeached.” 

The Sixth Amendment issue 
referred to the fact that Wi 
son’s attorney was prohibited 
from making reference to civil 
suits each of the victims had 
filed against the city of Venice 
The suits were evidence that 
the witnesses had an interest 
in the outcome of the trial, 
Wilson claimed 


But five of the six suits had 
been settled by the time Wil- 
son came to trial. Three of the 
women received $15,000 each, 
ved $10,000 
and the fifth received $45,000. 


C.S.’s civil suit was settled 
after the trial for $75,314 

The court ruled that, had the 
civil suits been introduced as 








evidence, it would have 
worked against Wilson rather 
than in his favor. 

“‘We believe that a juror 
would view the settlements as 
strong evidence of defendant's 
guilt,’’ the court wrote. ‘“‘Most 
jurors would wonder why the 
city of Venice would pay these 
amounts to the victims unless 
the city’s attorney believed 
that defendant had committed 
the alleged crimes.” 

Finally, the court ruled a 
conspiracy theory alleged by 
Wilson to be “‘incredible. 

After his conviction, Wilson 
obtained four affidavits from 
convicts or jailmates claiming 
that Boyd had framed him 

“The stories told in the affi- 
davits are incredible,”’ the 
court ruled. ‘‘The affidavits 
did not come from credible 
sources, and they tell a virtu- 
ally impossible story.”

Paul testified during the inquest that Saltich spent the day 
before her death wi an employee. The two ended up at the 
Comfort Inn in Edwardsville where Saltich talked akout having 
an alcohol problem — while continuing to drink. The two women 
stayed at the motel that night and went to work from there the 
next day 

After a meeting with several county officials held in Auditor 
Fred Bathon’s office, which she arrived for almost 30 minutes 
late, Saltich left work 

She called an employee from her car phone about 11:20 a.m. 
and said she was on her way home, Paul said. 

Bathon, who recalls seeing Saltich walk to her car, said he 
knew she was not well. 

“She really looked like somebody who hadn’t been feeling 
good,’’ Bathon said. ‘‘She looked very tired.’” 

Painter told authorities that Saltich had been depressed in the 
days prior to her death but had never been suicidal in the 20 
years he had known her. Her diet had been poor for several 
weeks during which she also had been drinking heavily. 

“She would occasionally say that she was fearful she would 
die at a young age of cancer like her brother did,’’ Burke read 
from the report 

Burke said that Saltich had an enlarged heart, a history of 
diabetes and was suffering from arthrosclerotic heart disease, 
the beginning of hardening of the arteries. The condition of her 
lungs indicated she also may have been in the early stages of 
Pacumnpais: All of these factors contributed to her death, Burke 
said. 

The coroner’s jury ruled the death as accidental. 

Burke said Saltich was good in her office and delightful to 
work with and that she was still shocked by her death. 

“She was depressed and the sad part is nobody really knows 
why,” Burke said. 

The Saltich family issued a prepared statement following 
Wednesday’s hearing. It read: “‘On behalf of Debbie Saltich’s 
immediate family, we wish to acknowledge that as a human 
being, Debbie had problems as many of us do. Debbie was a 
brilliant person, with a helping hand and spirit that touched 
thousands of constituents in Madison County. She was equally at 
home with all sectors of people, her friends in labor, working 
class individuals, the unemployed, her fellow co-workers and 
anyone else in need of consul and advice. We will always 
remember her, because Debbie never met a stranger.” 

Dr. Lanny Turner, an emergency physician at Anderson Hes- 
pital in Maryville, said Saltich’s death is another example of the 
tragedies of alcoholism. 

“Unfortunately, these kinds of things are a lot more common 
than we'd like to believe,”” Turner said. 

While Saltich’s blood alcohol level was abnormally high, it 
doesn’t mean that Saltich drank any more than she had been 
during her last days. 

“Over time the liver works less and less well and it takes less 
and less alcohol to get (the blood alcohol content) that high,” 
Turner said. “‘A level of .30 is potentially lethal for the novice 
(drinker), but I have seen cases where the level has been .515 
and the person has walked into the emergency room and walked 
out.” 

It is possible that Saltich did not ingest a lethal amount of 
alcohol but drank enough over a period of time to aggravate her 
various medical problems, Turner said 

“Considering her medical factors and the possible onset of 
pneumonia, it seems that it was just a matter of the wrong 
thing at the wrong time and it all hit at once,” Turner said.

Pain management 
Shronic pain may be anything from an ache that just won’t go 
away to a sharp twinge that keeps you from the activities you 
enjoy. It can have a debilitating effect on your life. However, 
there is hope. At St. Elizabeth Medical Center in Granite City, a 
program has been in place for the past five years to aid patients 
with chronic pain. Dr. Ei Shun Lin, anesthesiologist, is the head 
of SEMC’s pain management services. 

Pain management is designed for patients who have chronic 
pain, Most commonly, this pain is experienced in the neck and 
Ehoulder area, the spine in general, the lumbar spine or lower 
back area and has been treated unsuccessfully with medication, 
such as pain killers or anti-inflamatory drugs. In this case, often 
2 primary care physician will refer the patient to a specialized 
pain management program. 

According to Lin, chronic pain often does not originate from a 
simple cause. It is a combination of several factors. As an 
example, he may treat a patient who has a pinched nerve in the 
cervical spine. This condition can result in a dystrophy of the 
shoulder and neck muscles, which causes further pain. 

To treat the condition, Lin may attempt to block the nerve, 
preventing the pain. The patient is then ught to use the mus- 
cles in the shoulder and neck properly, to rebuild them and 
lessen the impact of the pinched nerve. These nerve injuries are 
common in older patients.

The trial judge entered judgment in favor of 
the property owners. The plaintiffs took the 
case on appeal and argued that the door was 
unreasonably dangerous because it was defec- 
tively maintained by the defendants. The in- 
jured girl noted that as she approached the 
door, it began closing slowly. When she reach- 
ed for the doorknob, however, the door quickly 
slammed shut on her hand 

The Appellate Court found that the landlord 
was not liable for the injuries sustained by the 
young girl. The Court felt that the plaintiff fail- 
ed to show that the owners of the property had 
knowledge of the existence of the defective 
condition of the door. The testimony indicated 
that the defendants had never witnessed the 4 

in this fashion, 

received any complaints in that regard. In con- 
clusion, the Appellate Gourt noted that a 
landlord will not be liable for injuries which are 
not reasonably foreseeable.

“Every coach tries to help 
athletes through problems and 
to help athletes avoid prob- 
lems,” said Granite City’s 
Gene’ Baker. “Sometimes you 
succeed and sometimes you 
fail. Personally, I try every 
method I can think of to help 
young people who face prob- 
jems. I am obligated to do 
whatever needs to be done, 
whatever can be done, to help 
them. I try. But, I don’t 
always succeed. When I fail, it 
hurts.” 

“The saddest thing in work- 
ing with kids as a teacher and 
a coach over the years is to 
watch things happen that 
cause them to lose their happi- 
ness,”’ said Charlie Raich of 
Roxana. ‘‘Things distract 
them, obligations increase, 
problems arise, and a kid who 
had been happy loses his hap- 
piness. It hurts me to see that. 
It hurts me in the same way it 
hurts me to see a kid with 
problems, that despite all my 
best efforts, I can’t help him 
solve 

“I attempt to help all the 
kids I encounter who have 
problems. But, some of them 
don’t want to be helped, or 
think they know better than I 
do, or just have to learn things 
the hard way. After 40 years of 
coaching, I can confidently say 
that nothing hurts me more 
than not being able to help 
kids who have problems.”” 

“Jt hurts when I can’t help a 
kid,” admits Madison’s Al Col- 
lins. ‘“‘Many a night I don’t 
sleep. I lie awake thinking 
about what I can do to help a 
particular kid feel more com- 
fortable and live the life that a 
kid his age deserves to live. A 
kid really deserves a good life, 
he deserves to feel confident 
and comfortable — in the 
school environment and in the 
community at large. He 
deserves to go home happy 
and to be able to relax and 
live life and not have to go 
through these other thin) 
these problems. I lie awake 
and wonder how to make 
things safe and better for my

kids.” 

“My biggest frustration in 
coaching is watching potential 
go to waste,” said Rita Menke 
of Belleville East. ‘But my 
biggest hurt is watching kids 
with problems which, for what- 
ever reason, I cannot help 
them solve. My kids face more 
problems than I have the time, 

nowledge or ability to help 
them solve. Those I can help, I 
do help. All I can do for the 
others is hurt and keep try- 


But it was Shannon who 
seemed to speak for everyone 
when he said, ‘‘You feel sad, 
very sad, when you can’t help 
a young person. But, realisti- 
cally, your mission is probably 
not to go after those kids who 
walk away and don’t heed your 
warnings. Your mission is to 
deal with and help those kids 
you still have 

“And as much as it may 
hurt to see a kid go wrong and 
waste his potential, as much 
as it may hurt to see a kid’s 
life go down the drain, you 
must remember that he chose 
that route. In athletics and 
academics, he had a way out 
In your wisdom and advice, in 
your caring and Jove, he had a 
way out. And, yet, he chose a 
route with no | way out — 
except, possibly, jail or the 
graveyard But, you don’t have 

at kid anymore. You have to 
help the kids you’ve still got.” 

The critical fans, the long 
hours, the hard work, the frus- 
trations associated with a 
practice or a game these 
are things that coaches can 
handle and, having handled, 
move on. Their longevity and 
their success is proof of that. 

But the problems their ath- 
letes face, and their own 
inability to help solve many of 
those problems — these are 
things that wear on coaches 
and which, on occasion, can 
eventually wear a coach down. 

“Every year I think about 
quitting,” Edwardsville’s Tom 
Pile said. “I think that I just 
can’t go on and do this any 
longer. I'm a husband and a 
father. Those are big invest- 
ments, big commitments. So is 


coaching. If you want to‘do 
your best, to be your best, you 
must make the necessary 
investment and commitment.’” 

Nino Fennoy of Lincoln feels 
the same way but, like the oth- 
er coaches interviewed, knows 
enough success to stay at 
coaching. 

“Sometimes I wonder how 
much heart I have and how 
much I can continue to give to 
young people,” Fennoy said. 
‘eThere are times they disap- 
point you. And when you're 
disappointed, defenses kick in_ 
You say things like, ‘I’m not 
going to get inyolved again, 
I’m not going to work this 
hard again, only to be disap- 
pointed.’ But this is looking 
only at the short range.”” 

Of quitting, Fennoy said, 
“Tve never yet really wanted 
to quit. I don’t question my 
life’s pattern, because so many 
good aing have happened to 
me. And I want others to have 
similar good things happen to 
them. In my greatest moments 
of frustration and pain, I have 
always been rejuvenated by 
athletes who make the right 
choices, discover who they are 
and what they can do, (and) 
act on that discovery and suc- 
ceed."” 

And that, it seems, is what 
keeps driving successful coach- 
es back to coaching year after 
year. It’s not so much the suc- 
cesses on the floor or field, as 
it is the successes in individual 
lives. 

They are driven back to 
coaching by the knowledge 
that the athletes entrusted to 
them need more than a coach. 
They need someone to help 
them through their problems 
and on to a successful life, 
with all of its joys and bless- 
ings. 

“Some nights, I just want to 
forget it,” said Clinton Harris 
of Venice. “I want to quit. But 
I go home to my wife and we 
talk about it together. And we 
know that I need to be there. 
For the kids’ sakes, I need to 
be there. And, so, I come back 
and do what I’m supposed to 
do here.”

Imagine... a landscape of lackluster plants 
where flowers and shrubs are half-eaten and 
shredded; fences clawed and defaced; gar- 
bage cans tipped over and emptied. 

jot a pretty picture is it? Unfortunately, 
for thousands of homeowners it’s an all too 
real description of the serious damage wild 
animals and birds can do to property. 

All in all, it’s a problem homeowners would 
much rather do without; but solutions are not 
easy to come by.

More often than 
not, the feeding frenzy results in a yard lit-

To avoid this. scenario in the future, invest 
in a new, sturdy set of trash cans with tight- 
fitting lids.
